SAN DIEGO — Since the US. 
bishops launched the Campaign for Hu- 
man Development (CHD) 16 years ago, 
Catholics. throughout the nation have 
contributed over $120 million to this 
cause, according to Bishop James 
Malone, outgoing president of the Na- 
tional Council of Catholic Bishops. 

‘“With the help of these funds and the 
initiative of poor and low-income groups, 
people have been empowered to change 
discriminatory laws, build worker-owned-—« 
and-managed businesses, secure rights 
for senior citizens, help farm workers ac- 
quire workers’ benefits and restore Indian 
tribal rights,’’ Bishop Malone stated. 

Funds have also been used to increase 
Hispanics’ and blacks’ participation in 
the political process, he added. 

This year CHD has. awarded 220 
grants totaling $6 million to self-help pro- 
jects nationwide, Bishop Arthur Tafoya, 
Chairman of the CHD Bishops’ 
Committee announced recently. 

Three-fourths of the funds collected are 
sent to the CHD office; the remaining ty, 
one-fourth remains in dioceses to support 
local self-help projects.

Project has

SAN DIEGO — The work of the 
Campaign for Human Development 
(CHD) is perhaps more evident to Steve 
Klink than anyone in San Diego. 


Klink, director of the San Diego 
Organizing Project (SDOP), has 
procured CHD grants for his 
organization which operates under the 
same philosophy as CHD’s — attacking 
poverty by empowering those affected by 
it. 

“Giving people the tools to change 
themselves’ is what CHD is all about, 
said Klink. 

CHD is the major educational and 
social justice program established by the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops

Unresolved questions face church, says bishop 


NCCB president cites growing ‘estrangement’ between U.S. — Vatican

WASHINGTON (NC) — Unresolved questions face 
the U.S. Catholic Church, including the relationship 
between the local church and the Holy See and the issue 
of the teaching office of the bishop and_ theological 
investigation, said Bishop James W. 
Youngstown, Ohio, Nov. 10. 

He said other questions involve women’s role within 
the church and the priest shortage. 

Bishop Malone, president of the National Conference 
of Catholic Bishops, made his remarks in his presidential 
address opening the bishops’ general meeting in 
Washington Noy. 10-13. 

His three-year term as president was to end at the close 
of the meeting.

Collegiality also can be seen in the bishops’ 
involvement in the Vatican-mandated studies of U.S.

He said the bishops at the meeting would address the 
situation in their closed executive session Nov. 11. 

But he said the aim was not to “‘interject’’ themselves 
as a conference into the “‘special relationship between the 
pope and a local bishop”’ or to review the events, but to 
offer ‘‘fraternal support’’ to the two prelates. 

The position of women in the church is a second major 
question, he said. 

The Catholic bishops ‘“‘cannot stand with those who 
argue that the only response to this inequality is 
ordination of women to the priesthood,’’ Bishop Malone 
said. ‘“The teaching of the church is clear on this point.” 

However, the bishops must recognize the need to 
continue efforts to promote the “‘legitimate roles women 
can assume in society and the church,” including the 
dialogue which will lead to the bishops’ upcoming 
pastoral on the role of women in the church. 

A third area, he said, is the centrality of the Eucharist 
in the life of the church and how the bishops as individuals 
and as a conference will provide for eucharistic worship in 
the face of declining numbers of priests.

SAN DIEGO — California voters 
stood with the state’s bishops on one bal- 
lot proposition and opposed them on 
another. 

California bishops had opposed both 
Propositions 63, the official state lan- 
guage amendment, and 64, the Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome initiative. 

Voters defeated the AIDS initiative 
Nov. 4 by a margin of nearly 3 to 1. 

By the same margin, voters approved 
Proposition 63 which amends the state 
constitution to make English the official 
language of California. 

The California Catholic Conference 
(CCC), the organization in Sacramento 
for the state’s bishops, received letters 
criticizing the bishops’ position on Pro- 
position 63, said Jesuit Father William 
Wood, CCC executive director.

Many ballot propositions are complex 
and difficult to understand, said Enrique 
Mendez, diocesan Hispanic Ministries 
director. Bilingual voting information 
gives ESL speakers the chance to analyze 
and study what will be voted on. 

While ‘‘all languages are precious,” 
the maintenance and preservation of lan- 
guages other than English are not public 
responsibilities, Diamond said. Other 
languages are private concerns that 
should be taught in the home, private 
schools and religious groups. 

Diamond said his group supports bilin- 
gual education programs in public schools 
that bring non-English speaking students 
into an English-speaking setting quickly. 
These programs are ‘‘a disservice to the 
United States’’ because maintenance of a 
student’s primary language is included in 
the present system. 

Bilingual education programs are 
geared toward teaching children to read 
and write, said Bob Infantino, director of 
teacher education at the University of San 
Diego. ‘‘We often have to do this in (a 
student’s) native language.” 

Educators ‘‘fought hard’’ for the pre- 
sent bilingual education system, 
Infantino said, adding that he hopes Pro- 
position 63 will not endanger this 
program. 

This proposition ‘‘could be a catalyst” 
for other states to pass similar measures, 
said Father Douglas Regin, Catholic 
Community Services executive director. 
‘‘There’s a real feeling among Hispanics. 
and Indochinese groups that this is a 
backlash against them.”’ 

‘‘We expect other states to take up the 
issue,’’ Diamond said. He has already re- 
ceived inquiries from 32 states. The pro- 
position’s passage in a multilingual state 
was especially important to his group.

Calling federally mandated bilingual 
and trilingual ballots ‘‘demeaning to His- 
panics,’’ Diamond said his group may 
sue to eliminate them. 

Many ballot propositions are complex 
and difficult to understand, said Enrique 
Mendez, diocesan Hispanic Ministries 
director. Bilingual voting information 
gives ESL speakers the chance to analyze 
and study what will be voted on. 

While ‘‘all languages are precious,’’ 
the maintenance and preservation of lan- 
guages other than English are not public 
responsibilities, Diamond said. Other 
languages are private concerns that 
should be taught in the home, private 
schools and religious groups. 

Diamond said his group supports bilin- 
gual education programs in public schools 
that bring non-English speaking students 
into an English-speaking setting quickly. 
These programs are ‘‘a disservice to the 
United States’’ because maintenance of a 
student’s primary language is included in 
the present system. 

Bilingual education programs are 
geared toward teaching children to read 
and write, said Bob Infantino, director of 
teacher education at the University of San 
Diego. ‘‘We often have to do this in (a 
student’s) native language.” 

Educators ‘‘fought hard’? for the pre- 
sent bilingual education system, 
Infantino said, adding that he hopes Pro- 
position 63 will not endanger this 
program.

SAN DIEGO — California voters 
stood with the state’s bishops on one bal- 
lot proposition and opposed them on 
another. 

California bishops had opposed both 
Propositions 63, the official state lan- 
guage amendment, and 64, the Acquired 
Immune Deficiency Syndrome initiative. 

Voters defeated the AIDS initiative 
Nov. 4 by a margin of nearly 3 to 1. 

By the same margin, voters approved 
Proposition 63 which amends the state 
constitution to make English the official 
language of California. 

The California Catholic Conference 
(CCC), the organization in Sacramento 
for the state’s bishops, received letters 
criticizing the bishops’ position on Pro- 
position 63, said Jesuit Father William 
Wood, CCC executive director. 

Many people misunderstood the 
proposition, Father Wood said. ‘“They 
thought if you were against Proposition 


63, you were against English or people | 


learning English.”’

Although the amendment includes no 
funds for ESL.classes, Diamond said Pro- 
position 63 proponents support legislation 
to provide money for English instruction 
of immigrant adults. Assemblyman Frank 
Hill of Whittier, a supporter of the mea- 
sure, plans to introduce such legislation. 

Diamond charged that opponents of the 
official state language amendment told 
many ‘“‘lies’’ about it including the notion 
that ‘emergency services would be lost.”’ 
However, the measure provides that 
public safety and health services will still 
be offered in other languages. 

While the amendment allows citizens to 
sue if they think the state is not enforcing 
the law, Diamond believes the opposition 
“dives in fantasyland’’ in overestimating 
the number of potential lawsuits. ‘They 
don’t know if there will be one suit or a 
thousand.” 

“The courts could get filled with 
cases,’’ Father Wood said. Courts might 
function as mediators, settling lawsuits in- 
volving bilingual programs and services.

One campaign where there are no losers

Over the last 16 years American Catholics have given 
about $130 million to the campaign for Human 
Development, the program established by the bishops of 
the United States to fight poverty by helping the poor to 
help themselves. The money was contributed in 
collections which are taken every year on the Sunday 
before Thanksgiving throughout the U.S. 

$130 million is a lot of money, but when you consider 
the fact that there are some 50 million U.S. Catholics it 
amounts to an average gift over the 16 year.period of 
$2.60, or about 16 cents a year. This clearly has not been 

~a major drain on anybody’s pocketbook. 

Compared to many government programs — federal, 
state and local — the $6.5 million the Campaign for 
Human Development spent last year is little more than 
loose change, but in spite of the relatively small amount of 
money CHD spends it has probably done more to actually 
alleviate poverty than many programs with budgets 
several times larger. 

CHD helps the poor by empowering them to do 
something about their problems. The first requirement 
fora CHD grant is that the people affected must organize. 
Then they must form a plan to do something about their 


Birth control 
racket IS a 
real abortion

The friendly folks at Planned Parenthood 
sometimes find it embarrassing to be reminded that 


their organization runs the biggest abortion racket 
in America. At times like that, they stress that they 
are not really in favor of abortion. Actually, they 
say, they want to prevent the ‘‘need’’ for abortion, 
and things would be so much better if only pro-life 
people would cooperate with them in reducing 
teenage pregnancy. 

Apart from the fact that there is never a ‘‘nced”’ 
for abortion, I am ready to offer them a deal. There 
is a way Planned Parenthood can do something to 
reduce teenage pregnancy, and which all pro-life 
people will warmly support. 

They and all their satellites and allies should 
simply stop distributing contraceptives to teenagers. 
It will be quite a sacrifice for Planned Parenthood. 
They will have to give up tens of millions of dollars 
in federal grants, and their multi-million-dollar 
abortion business will decline. But if they are really 
concerned about the good of society, they will do it. 

For years it has been obvious that birth control 
programs for teenagers have not reduced out-of- 
wedlock pregnancies in this age group. During the 
1970s, the number of teenagers enrolled in family 
planning programs increased from 300,000 to 
1,500,000 and the number of premarital teen preg- 
nancies increased from 250,000 to.750,000. This is 
not a record of success. 

But until now, Planned Parenthood has been able 
to claim that if it were not for their birth control 
programs, the problem might even be worse. 


A new study from the Institute for Research and 
Evaluation blows that. theory to smithereens. 
Researchers Stan Weed and Joseph Olsen did a 
state-by-state multivariate regression analysis of the 
correlation between clinic enrollment and _ births, 
abortions and pregnancies among teenagers. As 
expected, they found that high clinic enrollment was 
related to a lower teen birth rate: for every 1000 
teenagers enrolled in family planning clinics, there 
were about 30 fewer live births. 

But this reduction in live births was not due to a 
decrease in teen pregnancies. It was because clinic 
programs produced massively higher abortion rates. 
For every 1000 teenage birth control clinic clients, 
there were about 120 additional pregnancies and 
nearly 150 more abortions. 

Instead of preventing the ‘‘need’’ for abortion, 
Planned Parenthood has been creating the market 
for abortion. 

If these birth control programs were shut down 
tomorrow, there would be more than 200,000 
abortions prevented in the next year. Nothing short 
of a Human Life Amendment could save so many 
lives.

lobster fishermen. More than 30 groups of farm families 
facing financial crises have received CHD grants in the 
last three years.

Of 
course many people have been giving much more than 
that, but obviously some people have been giving little or 
nothing. The result has been a lot of lost opportunities. 

“This year we had to say no to over 200 qualified 
groups because we didn’t have the funds,’’ says CHD 
associate director Jim Jennings. If instead of putting a 
dollar in the collection basket this year we’d drop in a five 
it could make a real difference.

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An ordinary priest he is not 


The Notre Dame Board of Trustees will be announcing 
Father Theodore Hesburgh’s successor this week. 

This is no ordinary transition because Theodore M. 
Hesburgh is no ordinary Catholic and no ordinary 
citizen. He is a man of monumental stature, vision, and 
imagination. 

Leadership fits him like a glove. He has an exceptional 
capacity to motivate people to do more than they think 
they can do, and an uncanny ability to make them feel as 
if they've accomplished even more than they have. 

Unlike many others in important leadership positions, 
Father Ted (as he prefers to be called) knows how to say 
“‘Great job!’’ He applauds achievement, and gives credit 
where credit is due. 

And he stands behind his people. When the going gets 
rough, he doesn’t try to put distance between himself and 
difficult situations. He sticks by his decisions, unless and 
until it becomes clear he’s made a mistake. And then he’ll 
admit it, blaming no one else. 

His list of friends reads like a ‘‘Who’s Who’’ of the 
world. Almost every major public figure in the United 
States and abroad know him, has worked with him, has 
consulted him professionally and even 
personally. 

Some people think he “‘name=drops.’’ But that’s like 
accusing Julia Childs of talking too much about food, or 
Johnny Carson of telling too many jokes, or Pope John 
Paul II of saying too many prayers. 

Father Hesburgh’s world is populated with the mighty 
and the influential. His ideas and values have clout 
precisely because they are embraced and put into practice 
by people of political and intellectual substance. He’s not 
their fan; he’s their equal. 

And yet, unlike the people he knows and deals with on 
an almost daily basis, his private world is one of 
extraordinary modesty and simplicity. 

He himself enjoys pointing out, when people ask about 
his residence, that he lives over a dump. He does. 

He has a pair of relatively small rooms, with a bath, in 
Corby Hall, where most of his fellow Holy Cross priests 
live. His suite is no bigger nor any more elaborate than 
any of the other priests’. 

When he came to Notre Dame as a student in 1934, he 
was given the campus laundry number 00652. More than 
50 years later (35 of which have been as president), he still 
has the same number. 

His work-schedule makes his juniors wince. The lights

in his office on the second floor of the Administration 
Building burn well into the early morning hours. How 
else would he answer immediately (that’s 
‘‘immediately’’) all the mail and internal memos he 
receives? 

He seems to have an insatiable appetite for reading 
material. Little escapes his gaze. And he reads with care. 

He knows you can’t exercise leadership without the 
necessary information at your fingertips. Which makes 
his patience and kindness toward some of his critics all the 
more remarkable. In almost every instance, their attacks 
are based on ignorance, misinformation, or outright 
prejudice. 

There are many other things one can, and many will, 
say about Father Hesburgh as his final commencement 
nears on May 17, 1987: About his record as a fund-raiser, 
his status as the leading spokesman for Catholic higher 
education in the United States, the 14 presidential 
appointments he has held, the service he has rendered to 
four different popes, his efforts on behalf of refugees and 
immigrants, arms control, and civil rights. 

But when all is said and done, Father Hesburgh insists 


— as he will surely continue to insist throughout these ~ 


weeks and months of accolades and profile-pieces — that 
he is first and foremost a priest. 

Sometimes people will ask those of us who have worked 
closely with Father Hesburgh if he’s “‘for real.’’ He is, in 
every respect, but nowhere more than in the exercise of 
his priestly vocation. 

He should have been a bishop, and a cardinal- 
archbishop by now. And yet there is no bishop, 
archbishop, or cardinal in the United States who is his 
equal in stature, in influence, or in leadership qualities. 

Ted Hesburgh is one of U.S. Catholicism’s proudest 
boasts. He symbolizes everything we have always aspired 
to be. In a tradition that cherishes example, 
sacramentality, we call it, he provides it in the most 
compelling forms. 

His Church should be exceedingly grateful. Those of us 
who know and admire him certainly are.

_ SAN DIEGO — The clock began 
ticking for amnesty seekers and Catholic 
Community Services (CCS) when 
President Ronald Reagan signed the 
immigration reform bill Nov. 6. 

For the next six months, CCS will 
develop methods to help register persons 
who qualify for the law’s amnesty 
provision, explained Father Douglas 
Regin, CCS executive director. Aliens 
who entered and have lived continuously 
in the United States since Jan. 1, 1982, 
qualify for temporary resident status 
under legislation approved by Congress 
in mid-October. 

Two CCS departments — the Refugee 
Resettlement Office and Centro de Asuntos 
Migratorios (CAM) — will be the principle 
sites where amnesty seekers can receive 
assistance, Father Regin said. The 
refugee center is located in the Mission 
Gorge area; CAM has offices in Chula 
Vista and Imperial Valley.

to explain the law’s timetables during its 
required six-month planning period, 
Father Regin said. Volunteers are needed 
to help with these information forums. 

CCS hopes to recruit lawyers, law 
students and community leaders to assist 
in the registration and screening process. 

Required legalization documents to be 
completed by amnesty seekers will be 
translated into Spanish by CCS personnel 
before the registration period begins in 
May 1987, Father Regin added. 


Registration and screening offices also 


will be set up at St. Jude and Our Lady of 


Angels parishes. 

This service will also be offered at 
Mission San Luis Rey; Immaculate 
Heart, Ramona; St. Mary, Escondido; 
St. Stephen, Valley Center; St. John, 
Encinitas; St. Peter, Fallbrook; St. 
Patrick, Carlsbad; St. John of the Cross, 


Lemon Grove; Precious Blood, Chula

Bishop: Rely on dogma, 
but also explore issues 


SAN ANGELO, --Texas. (NC) 1— 
Official church teaching cannot replace 
the responsibility of Catholics to seck 
on their own, said Bishop 
Michael D. Pfeifer of San Angelo. 

While it is essential to listen carefully to 
church teaching on moral questions, “‘no 
one of us can simply sit back and wait for 
church authorities or theologians to figure 
things out or to make up our minds for 
us,’’ wrote the bishop, an Oblate of Mary 
Immaculate, in a pastoral letter issued 
Ochiai: 

Titled ‘‘Vhe Freedom of Catholics and 
Official Church Teaching,” the letter was 
published in The West Texas Angelus, 
San Angelo diocesan newspaper. 

Though he did not mention theologian 
Father Charles E. Curran by name, 
Bishop Pfeifer began his pastoral letter by 
noting that “‘recently, one of our 
brothers, a famous theologian, has been 
told that he may no longer officially 
represent us as a teacher of theology.”’ 

Father Curran, a faculty member at 
The Catholic University of America in 


_Washington, was told by the Vatican 


Aug. 18 that he was no longer “‘suitable 
nor eligible to teach Catholic theology” 


because of his dissent on some matters of 


moral theology. 

In his letter, Bishop Pfeifer explained 
the role of theologians, the pope, bishops 
and the ‘‘ordinary person’’ in the quest 
for answers to moral dilemmas. 

The bishop described theologians as 
individuals who study Scripture and the 
Christian tradition, and assist the church 
and its official teachers by ‘‘secking to 
offer careful and mature reflection on our 
faith and its implications.” 

Theologians, he said, are recognized 
on the basis of their mastery. of the 
disciplines. He said the process used by 
the U.S. bishops in preparing their 
pastoral letters on nuclear war and the 


economy ‘‘was greatly enhanced by the 
study, research and wisdom of good and 
sound theologians.’ 

Speaking of the pope’s role as “‘chicl 
teacher,’’ Bishop Pfeifer said that while 
not all the pope’s statements are infallible, 
his official teaching “‘in union with the 
other bishops is without a doubt the best 
guidance for arriving at truth.”’ 
Teachings from Vatican congregations 
are also ‘‘official,’’? the bishop said, in 
that they are addressed to the whole 
church and should be part of the 


formation of conscience of any member of - 


the church. 

Even if the official teaching is not the 
final word on a certain subject, Catholics 
can rely on official teaching “‘at least’ not 
to lead them astray, he wrote. 

Until the teaching is final, both church 
authorities and Catholics should be open 
to ongoing exploration and revision of the 
teaching, the bishop said. 

“At times, the work of theologians 
(involved in exploration) leads in 
directions which seem to be contradictory 
to the stated teaching,” he said in his 
letter. ‘‘Historically some apparent 
‘contradictions’ have led to greater 
refinement in“official teaching while at 
other times it has been impossible to 
reconcile the two points of view.” 

In this case, Bishop Pfeifer said, church 
authorities can demand that the 
theologian in question cease to publish his 
or her views for the sake of the unity and 
peace of the church. ‘‘In no way,’’ he 
said, however, ‘‘is this a final judgment 
on the question at issue,’ but instead “‘a 
warning’’ that a certain point of view 
seems irreconcilable with current church 
teaching. 

The bishop advised Catholics in his 
diocese to use prayer, study, reflection 
and consultation when looking for 
answers to moral dilemmas. 


“that people with rights to amnesty be 
careful and patient’’ for the next six 
months. 

‘““Connivers’’ will try to take advantage 
of those who are not careful, Father Regin 
noted. 

“It’s too early to do anything,” said 
Gwen Plank, refugee resettlement 
director. Those who qualify for amnesty 
could compile documentation needed to 


prove residency, such as rent receipts and 
school registration slips. She also 
suggested they study English during the 
planning period. 

‘‘We’re telling people not to register 
with any agency or lawyer unless they are 
recommended by us,’’ said Enrique 
Mendez, diocesan Hispanic Ministries 
director. He recommends they obtain 
assistance at CAM and the Refugee 
Resettlement Office. 

Lawyers may charge a large fee for the 
legalization process, Mendez added. 

A $100 limit has been placed on the fee 
CCS offices will charge, Father Regin 
said. 

The best part of this legislation was its 
amnesty provision because it will give 
people the opportunity to become 
citizens, Bishop Chavez said. 

Hispanic church-related offices 
opposed the bill because it did not address 
the cause of illegal immigration — hunger 
and joblessness. ‘‘Neither Latin America 
nor the United States is answering this 
problem,’’ Bishop Chavez said. Illegal 
immigration into this country will 
continue until the ‘‘problem of people 
starving’’ in Latin America is resolved. 

“The subculture will continue to exist”’ 
because many of those granted amnesty 
will bring their families here illegally, 
Father Regin said. 

Mendez expressed concern that the 
law’s employer sanctions will lead to 
discrimination against Hispanics. 
Because the law will penalize employers 
who knowingly hire undocumented 
aliens, ‘‘some employers might fire 
(Hispanic) workers because they are 
afraid of being fined.” 

‘“Overall, this was a compromise bill,’’ 
Father Regin noted. Although “‘it’s not as 
generous in the amnesty provision as 
many had hoped,’’ the legislation 
includes a provision to report on and 
study allegations of job discrimination. 
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Pastor finds writing hobby 


an extension of his ministry

POWAY — Msgr. Charles’ Dollen’s hobby as a writer 
enhances his ministry as pastor of St. Gabriel Church. 

He writes two columns fer The Priest, a monthly mag- 
azine with a -circulation of 18,000: One column is 
‘*Priestalk,’’ a series of opinion pieces and humorous 
comments of interest to parish’ priests. The other feature 
is a series of book reviews entitled “‘About Books.”’ 

Writing these articles ‘‘keeps me wp-to-date,’’ Msgr. 
Dollen said. 

Other goals motivate his avocation, ,“‘I:write to build 
up the body of Christ, So many Catholics are looking for 
a deeper understanding of their faith. I invite them to 
delve into the great treasures.of the Catholic tradition,” 
he said. 

His latest work published a month ago, The Book of 
Catholic Wisdom, provides such opportunities. 

In editing this 200-page volumé, Msgr. Dollen divided 
it into nine segments dealing with chronological periods of 
church history. He prefaces each:section with a descrip- 
tion of that era and introduces thereader to prominent 
popes, saints, missionaries and theologians who applied 
Christ’s message to their times. His introductions are fol- 
lowed by excerpts from their writings — over 600 in the 
book. 

‘*Putting together’’ this volume, ‘“‘was like reviewing 
my theology courses,’’ he said. The pastor worked even- 
ings and weekends for three months, using most of the 
sources from the parish library. 

Msgr. Dollen uses material in this book in his homilies 
and in supplementing the textbook for his adult education 
class on church history. 

St. Gabriel parishioners supplied much of the material 
for their pastor’s book, Prayers for the Third Age, pub- 
lished last year. They brought in their favorite prayers 
and readings which filled three bushel baskets, Msgr. 
Dollen said. 

The editor classified these sources into three groups 
which make up the volume’s content — Biblical passages, 
familiar prayers and meditations and readings. 

Msgr. Dollen states its purpose in the introduction: 
“This book is intended for those over the age of 50 who 
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are . . . happy with those who appreciate us during our 
middle age. Now, as we face the ‘third age,’ we hope to 
enjoy all that maturity can offer and we look forward with 
Christian joy to the promise of eternal life.”’ 

His parishioners bought over 200 copies in one day. 

Msgr. Dollen’s topics for his more recent works have 
been requested by his publishers. Our Sunday Visitor 
Publishing Division has published his last three volumes. 


The Catholic Tradition is his longest work. He was one 
of three editors who produced this 14-volume set on var- 
ious theological subjects. 

He spent two years on ‘this work, which was published 
in 1982. ‘It became a part of my life,’’ he said. ‘When I 
sent it off there was a void.”’ 


Although Msgr. Dollen has taken no professional writ- 
ing courses, he has written or edited 19 books. Five of 
these are children’s books, including Cheerful Warrior, a 
biography of St. Charles Lwanga who was martyred in 
Kenya in the 19th century. 

He recalls the frustration of getting his first book pub- 
lished. ‘‘I could have papered a wall with the rejections, 
he said, laughing. ‘‘They came in all sizes and colors.”’ 
The Daughters of St. Paul accepted his first manuscript, 
A Voice Said Ave. 


They recently used the text from this book for another 
volume, The Life of the Madonna in Art. The publisher 
supplied colored photos of images of Mary taken in 
Rome’s churches and museums, Msgr. Dollen explained. 

His writing and editing apostolate spans two decades. 
He said it began when he was a librarian at the University 
of San Diego in the 1960s. He opened this library in 1955, 
then located at the present site of the University of San 
Diego High School. 

His first 10 books were written to ‘‘nourish the faith”’ 
of university students, he said. 

He earned a masters degree in library science from the 
University of Southern California and a masters degree in 
theology from the Colgate-Rochester Divinity School in 
New York. Unlike many students, he said he “‘loved to 
write. term papers and essay-type examinations. ”’ 

Msgr. Dollen’s recent books are available at the St. 
Paul Catholic Book Store and Film Center.

Klink said the diocese has met immediate needs of the 
impoverished through projects such as the St. Vincent de 
Paul Center and Share. “‘But there was also a long-term 
need to give people the tools to participate in society, to 
change some of the things that were tearing their lives 
/yart,” he added. 

Five pastors from Southeast San Diego met with Bishop 
Leo T. Maher ‘‘to explain the need and desire to create 
an organization’’ which would help fight poverty in their 
parishes. In 1979 Bishop Maher approved SDOP’s first 
grant proposal to CHD, which was funded. 

SDOP received funding for two additional grants. Last 
year the project received $35,000 to reorganize and 
expand its services to San Ysidro and Mid-City. Last 
month Klink received a grant extension of $25,000 to 
continue these efforts. 

The grants have allowed SDOP “‘to focus on poorer 
parishes,’’ said Klink. Services to be provided will include 
training programs on problems affecting family life. 
Working out of parishes gives SDOP an existing base to 
establish operations, he added. 

Klink said he is impressed with CHD because of its 

emphasis on tackling the root causes of poverty. *“Vhe 
bishops set up the campaign and they’re very close to 
those goals,’’ said Klink. ‘“There’s nothing else like it in 
the country.”’ 
» According to Klink, Bishop Maher has played a key 
role in SDOP’s success. ‘‘We wouldn’t be here today if it 
weren’t for Bishop Maher,’’ he said. **His support of the 
CHD concept has been highly impressive.”’ 

Klink also lauds Catholics who donate to’ the annual 
GHD collection. ‘‘ItUs the Catholics in the pews who are 
making. this happen,’’ he said. “‘I think it’s something 
they should feel really good about.”

How is the conscience of a nation 
kept alive? Jackson Browne asks this 
question in his new single ‘‘For 
America.’ The song remembers ‘a 
troubled time in America’s history, the 
Vietnam years. It challenges people to 
provide moral leadership for the 
future.

What do such large questions have 
to do with being a teen-ager during the 
1980s? Why should a young person be 
interested in what is happening in 
Washington? At times, it is difficult 
enough just to handle the pressures of 
the teen-age years without taking on 
larger concerns. 


But no matter what our age, we 
belong to the human family. When 
government decisions hurt others, we 
have the freedom and right to 


challenge those decisions. 


Most of us will not be directly 
involved in politics. Yet there are other 
important ways that we can be 
responsible and caring citizens. 


For teens I have two suggestions: 


1. Take five to 10 minutes each day 
to read a paper. This will inform you 
about what is going on in the world. 
Millions of peoples’ lives are inluenced 
by a single vote or government 
decision. 


2. Take the time to learn about 
social issues and to vote. A lower 
percentage of 18- to 19-year-olds take 
advantage of the right to vote than is 
true of any other group of eligible 
voters. Take pride in being a citizen. 
In this election year, use your right to 
vote. Younger teens might discuss with 
parents how they are voting and why.

Pupils send 
to American 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The 
younger pupils learned how fairy-tale 
characters were -held hostage. Older 
students helped research information on 
Americans kidnapped in Beirut. 

Then the 492 students at St. Francis de 


Sales School, Philadelphia, wrote 
birthday. cards for hostage American 
journalist Terry Anderson’s 39th 


birthday Oct. 27 and the birthdays of six 
other hostages, five Americans and a 
Briton. 

St. Francis de Sales and No Greater 
Love, a non-profit Washington-based 
organization that assists families of 
hostages and terrorist victims, teamed up 
to assure the captives they aren’t 
forgotten. 

At a news conference Oct. 27, they 
launched a national campaign, 
coordinated by No Greater Love, to 
remind Americans, including 
schoolchildren, of the hostages and to 
collect cards for the captives. 

A key idea was “‘to get a message to the 
hostages,’’ said Sister Constance Marie, 
St. Francis de Sales principal and a 
member of the Sisters Servants of the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary. 

At the suggestion of No Greater Love, 
the school’s teachers first spent a week 
teaching their pupils about the hostages, 
the principal said. ‘ 


United States and Canada, Goebel also 
conducts workshops and retreats on lead- 
ership skills. He wrote the theme songs 
for two recent national Catholic youth 
conventions. 

The composer thinks that people need 
to hear the message that God believes in 
them, as well as the truth that they must 
believe in God.

Assisted by seventh- and eighth- 
graders, the St. Francis de Sales faculty 
also developed a model curriculum to help 
both parochial and public schools teach 
children about hostages, she said. 

In the lower grades, the lessons 
incorporated use of fairy tales, such as the 
story of Sleeping Beauty, to help children 
understand what it means to be a hostage, 
Sister Constance Marie said. ‘‘Fairy tales 
are filled with that.”’

No Greater Love has announced plans 
to send the cards to Beirut, where it hopes 
to get them delivered to the hostages.

“lesson plan is really great for Catholic 
schools but it’s really part of a whole 
effort’’ for all schools. 


St. Francis de Sales was selected to 
devise the lesson plan and be the pilot 
school because it had cooperated with No 
Greater Love in the past through such 
activities as providing music for a Flag 
Day event, said Sister Constance Marie. 

The hostages’ family members were 
invited to the Philadelphia ceremony, 
Sister Constance Marie said.

SAN DIEGO — Aunque otros encuentros para los
